An examination by agent of the records of LDB QZ at Joliet, Illinois disclosed 
that FRANCIS CURRY was born'December ,11, 1902 at Joliet, Illinois. He resides 
at 516 Western Avenue, Joli et, with hi s wife MARIAN and their two children,

valued at 775,000 and was purchased in the name of FRANCIS .CURRY 1 S vri-fe. His 
telephone numbers at his residence are 2-4481 and 7—2542. It vras noted in 
CURRY'S Selective Service record that he maintained an address of 756 N.E* 
74th Street, Miami, Florida* This address was given as his location at the 
time of registration for the draft on 2/L4/42. FRANCIS CURRY registered from 
LDB 1, Dade County, Florida, 


FRANCIS CURRY is the son of ROBERT 3. CURRY who died on Fay 5, 1941 at the'age 
of 72. CURRY'S father was a mill, worker in the steel’mills at Joliet, HI. ^ 
and for a number of years operated a tavern in Joliet. ROBERT CURRY, brother i 
of FRANCIS, was well known in the City of Joliet and throughout the State of ' 
Illinois for his activities in bootlegging of .liquor and gambling activities. 
ROBERT CURRY had a bad reputation and had been arrested on numerous occasions 
although because of his connections in Joliet and in the Trill County Sheriff’s/' 
Office he did not serve any long term sentences. R03ERT CURRY was killed in 
an automobile accident in 1944. The following year another brother, HUBERT, 
was also killed in an automobile accident Just outside the City limits of Joliet. 


.In CURRY'S Selective Service file he states that his eduoation consists of a 
grade school eduoation.and a four year High School education. • His business 
affiliation listed at that time vas designated as the Scale and Vending Fachine 
business and setting his earnings at- 725,000 annually. CURRY also stated in 
\ ^ his Selective Service file that he was a.farm owner and devoted a large amount 
.M of his time to grain 1 and 'dairy farming. Under the criminal section in the' 
Selective Service file CURRY states he has not been convicted of any crime

CRIMINAL RECORD 

A review of the Bureau of Identification files of the Joliet Police Department

Sheriff Floyd Conkling today 
challenged Chicago newspaper 
reporters or anyone else to show 
him evidence of wide¬ 
spread gambling in this county. 

The sheriff issued the 
challenge on the heels of a front 
page story in a Chicago news¬ 
paper today which claimed 
mobsters were establishing a 
beachhead in both La Salle and 
Bureau counties. 

The story said: “Mobsters are 
trying to cut themselves in for 
a piece of a 600-million dollar 
| industrial development in the Il¬ 
linois River Valley, 100 miles 
southwest of Chicago/* 

THE ARTICLE referred spe¬ 
cifically to La Salle and Bureau 
counties, after claiming that 
mob emissaries were bidding 
for untold riches of a payroll 
as a nev? steelmaking complex 
takes fonn in the river valley 
near Hennepin, Putnam county. 

; The sheriff attacked the story 
i while at the same time defend¬ 


ing law enforcement vigilance 
on vice in this area. 

HE STATED that his depart¬ 
ment works in close coopera¬ 
tion, not only with Illinois State 
Police, but with other law en¬ 
forcement agencies in this area. 

“I can guarantee you that 
when we receive any informa¬ 
tion or complaints on vice such 
as gambling we conduct a thor¬ 
ough investigation,” he told the 
Daily Times. 

The sheriff said the story ob¬ 
viously was “sensationalized, 
exaggerated, unfounded report¬ 
ing” since it failed to list ad¬ 
dresses of where the alleged 
gambling is taking place. 

“Why didn’t they ask me?” 
the sheriff said in further ridi¬ 
culing the report. 

CONKLING SAID, however, 
that he wasn’t too surprised at 
the story since Chicago news¬ 
papers periodically feature such 
“factless trash” about different 
areas. | 

The story claimed a team of 


reporters participated in a jaf 
bowl form of lottery gambling 
in a Peru tavern. The name 
of the tavern was not disclosed. 

Peru has its own police de¬ 
partment, and the county sher¬ 
iff’s department generally does 
hot patrol cities with their own 
law agencies, Conkling pointed 
out. 

“We have the authority to 
conduct investigations in cities 
as well as the rural areas,” he 
continued, “but 'we seldom do.” 

HE EXPLAINED that his de¬ 
partment not only has confi¬ 
dence in the other law enforce¬ 
ment agencies, but has its hands 
full covering the many rural 
neighborhoods of the county. 

Conkling said he was anxious 
to see if. anyone would submit 
any evidence of gambling as a 
result of his challenge. 

And the sheriff added that he 
was determined to keep the 
county “clean” as long as he 
remains in his present job;
